Shipments of collected stock are enroute to 
customer within a maximum of 48 hours from the 
time plants are taken from the forests. We do not 
guarantee all shipments of collected stock to be 
satisfactory, but we believe our method of handling 
this material insures better quality plants. All col- 
lected stock is fresh-dug; nothing kept in storage. 
Orders are booked from special quotations only.
